any City might glory in the happy and pregnant 

wits of its inhabitants, it was this, where Aſtro- 

nomy was firſt taught, and the Art of working in 

needle works of divers colours was firſt _ 

tcQ- 
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ted. If ever City might glory in the puiſſance of 
its Kings, this was the City, wherein the Scep- 
ter was firſt ſway'd by Phuibelochus, Anna mnndi 
3146, under whom flouriſhed the Perſian Hiſto- 
riographer MetaFfhenes,who reigned 48 yeecres. 
Next by Phylazzer or Tegbath Phylazzer, Anno 
mundi 3194, and reigned three and twenty 
yeares. After him by Salmanazar, Anno mund: 
3217 who reigned tenne yeares, and ſubdued 
all Phenicie, Tyrus only excepted, and catrieg a- 
way the King of Iſrac}, and the 1o Tribes into 
AMedia. Next by Sennacherib, Anno mundi 3227, 
who reviliag the good pious Heze#tah by a ray- 
ling Rabſbeked had a hook put into his Noſtrils. 
forced home again, and was flaine Adoring his 
Idols in the Temple by his own ſonnes, when he 
had reigned 7 yeares. After him by Eſarhador, 
called by Joſephus 4/zrocoldme, Anno mundi 32 33, 
who raigned 11 yeares. And laſtly by Berodach, 
{urnamed BaMad, Ammo mundi 3242,who at the ic 
volution of x 2 yeares,transferred the Kingdome 
to the Aſhrians,and afterwards reigned 18 years, 
yet the ſtrength of its wals, numerous and inge- 
nious inhabitants,and the puiſſance of its Kings. 
could not conſerve it in its former iplendour,it 
being forced to change the ancientgovernment, 
and receive new Lords and Lays, firſt by Cyr 
the Perſian, and after by Alexander the Great, 
who was poyloned there by a Quackſalving 
Mountebank, Theſſslws by name (/) who had fo()Is! : 
cunningly tempercd his potion, that no veſlell of 
earth, or glaſſe,brafſe or iron, nor any thing el'c 
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but an horſes hoofe could containe it, unleſle it 
had beene mingled with cold water, which for a 
time abated the violence,though ſoon after con- 
tracting his power, it raged more violently, in 
which vehicle it was exhibited unto him. Kings 
have-thceir Fates, and the great Macedon, which 
would be thought Immorrall as God, thus by 
tie hand of a baſe Veneficus knew himiclt ro be 
a man, & dycd like one of the ordinary Princes, 
but ais limited time was coine. One of the Per- 
{a8 Wilemen called 21thacorus,(m) warned him 
to leave Bavyion and terry over the River unto 
B\rj3i,and his counſell he had tollowed had nor 
_2cxa hu the Philoſopher met with him, and 
tOIG him that his Predictions were falſe,and alfo 
uncertaine; adding withall, $7 fats conſtant igno- 
ts mortalibus © Si aiature deveantur Immutabilia. 
And ſo convincing his underſtanding, betrayed 
him to the treacherous -1Yſajynare. The utter ruine 
ot this greatCity,attcnded the Fate of this great 
King,tor foone after his death, it was 10 part de- 
molithed by the rury of the Perſias,in part ſuffe- 
red to perith,by the negligence of tne Grecians, 

and almoſt exhauſted and unpeopled by (-) Se- 
/e:cus, who to that intent built Seleucia, within 
3000 Stadia,that 15 44Engliſh miles thereot;and 

the Parthians , who to the ſame purpoſe built 
C:ejhrren int ralont s(Fuxta tertium ah ea Lapl- 

dm.)

The great City is become a 
forſaken wildernefle.) Thus the glory of the 
Eaſterne buildings became as an heape, till the 
yeare of Chriſt 578 when it was rebuilt by the 
Caliph Bugiafer, with the expence of 200000 ta- 
lents of Gold, and called Bayaar ; yet that ſplen- 
dor was ſoon Ecclipſed again, by 4lacho, bro- 
ther to Ch1ta the Tartarian King Anno 640, who 
expclled the A-aſian family Caliph Muſftiadzen the 
54 of that houſe then ruling ; and the family of 
Chita was again not long after, beaten out by 
7 angrolipix of the Zcl-Zuccahian line, whence it 
deſcended to the houſe of Ortoman, Anno 1031 
under whom it remained untill the yeare 1 632 5, 
when it was ſubjected to the Perjperns by their 
uiſſant Prince Abas, who after 14 yeares, were 
forced trom it by the now Turkiſh Su/tane,whoſe 
proceſle for ti;e recovery thereof, by the great 
paines and charge of our Englith Relator, is de- 
rived to us out of the Archiz'a of Raguzr, formers 
ly called Epidarvs, a City and Republique in 
D almatia,but tributary to the grand Signor,in the 
letters following.

they beheld the vaſte and great Channell and 
Trenches made by our Army,to divert the river 
Euphrates another way ; the great paines of our 
ſupreame Lord, the admirable diligence of Huſ- 
ſaim Baſſaw ; the incomparable vertue of Hahe- 
et Baſſaw ; the couragious vallour of 14uflapha 
Baſſaw, and the generall and cordiall fidelity of 
the whole Imperiall Army, all which preſaged 
the following Victory; as alſo of the foure Bat- 
teries planted, in cach of which were 50 pieces 
of Ordnances, in all 2 00 pieces, wherewith we 
continually battered the great Babylsr, without 
giving the enemies any leave to take the leaſt re- 
ipit: As alſo of the great Aſſault and Trenches 
made againſt the ſtrong Caſtle of Venlo,by the 
Noble favorite of the Emperor Silixtar Baſſaw;

And being thus reſolved, we then 
marched forwards on the Bridge, which we be- 
fore had made, being alſo greatly ſpur'd on by 
hearing the terrible confuſed noyſe of thoſe our 
men, who were as aforeſaid entred into Babylon 
in Barques, So haſtily Trumpets and Drummes 

ſounding 
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ſounding, we paſſed over the Bridge, anda deepe 
large Ditch, and even under the wals, almoſt 
hand to hand, beganne a moſt fierce aſſault, in 
which time it was the pleaſure of God, that the 
River of Ewphrates upon that ſide of the City, 
where the Bridge was built, was on the ſuddaine 
almoſt quite dryed up, and did take its courſe on 
the other fide, the which being by us perceived, 
Commandement was given , that with great 
quantity of Sacks of Flaxe,and Sacks of Wooll, 
Earth, dead bodies of men, and beaſts and ſuch 
like(9) Rubbiſh, throwne into the ſaid dryed/9)whar 
Channell, by multitudes of men in ſhort time, we >»bzriſme 
made it plainely equall with the other ground, tr ke 
for the ſpace of two miles in length, even under bodies of 
the very wals of the City : the moſt valiant Janj- 55d 
iaries and Simeenis, ftormed uponthe City with purer than. 
continuall tempeſts of Muſquet ſhot, and gaye Rubbiſh. 
not the enemy leave to come in. fight, whilſt 
thoſe other forces which were brought. up 
through the meandrous trench aforeſaid, ſwiftly 
ran with. ſcaling Ladders, each. of them being 
then armed with- two Piſtols ,. and a ſhort croo- 
ked ſword hanging by their ſides, called Semi- 
tars,in this foreleg attempted to ſcale the wals, 
and to aſcend, but the defendants within, nor. 
ſleeping a whit with hot mixture of Pitch, and 
Tarre,Rozen, Brimſtone,and multitude of ſtones 
overwhelmed us, and with certaine Artillery,ſo: 
monſtrous bigge, that in one of their mouthesa 
man might commodiouſlly lie,theſe being charg- 
ed with chaines., and nayles, bullers _ Iron

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barres,8&c, Swept our men away,we on the cc.. 
trary (ide, attempting with good Canon.to beat 
downe their wals to the ground, which ar laſt 
likewiſe rooke effec , bur this advantage was ac- 
companied with a greater difficulty, tor the de- 
fendants had fortitted within, and built another 
very itrong brick-wall, neer the which they had 
made a very deepe and large ditch, all covered 
over with boards, in the manner of a trap doore, 
or draw-bridge, which they kepr levell, untill 
there had entred into the City about 2 00c Jani- 
ſaries, and perceiving the light horſe to cnter al- 
ſo, they ler fall the trappe doore to our grear pe- 
rill and dammage, for ſuch was the fury of our 
holy inſpired ſouldiers , to preſſe forwards the 
ſooner and more cffectually to ſhew their man- 
hood and valour , that the hind. moſt fo: ced the 
formoſt to fall .downe headlong into the afore- 
ſaid deepe prepared Ditch, inloinuch that in a 
ſhort time, what with our men,and with our hor- 
ſes. the Ditch was then filled, and levelled with 
the ground. The defendants {aw it,and began a- 
gaine to diſtribute their ſhot and ro thunder with 
the aboveſaid widemouth Petards; But we being 
arrived even under the ſaid wall, and as it were 
at hand blowes , our multitudes art the laſt over- 
came all their oppolitions, and forced them to 
retire tothe orher fide of the City, leaving theſe 
beartered wals to our diſcretion, upon which we 
diſplayed our Emperours moſt happy banners, 
and they hikewiſc on the other ſide did diſplay 
thoſe of Perſga.

Now the 30®* day * fince our firſt arrivall under 
the ſaid City, which was Friday , necrly approch- 
ing, all the chief Commanders ot the Army began 
to put all things in areadineſle, being reſolved on 
the next morning, to give the laſt Aſſault unto the 
remainder of the City (yet being in the poſſeſſion 
of the Babylezians , and in which was the Caſtle 
Yenlo) being one half of the whole, well fortified, 
with about 16006 Defendants ; who, ſeeing how 
things pafſed, amounted their Artillery, ſome part 
to the left fide of the City, and the other part to 
cefend the Walls without, on that fide which out- 
faced the Battery of the great Bathaw. Thus be- 
ing provided,and ail things in orcer,they attended 
our comming with great Acclamations.loud noiſes 
and ſounds of warlike Inf ruments ſhewing more 
cou 2ge than ever they did before, &c.

Obet Has, was corrupted by the great Turk, and 
held private correſpondencie with him where. 
upon, with an unanimous conſent,they impriſned 
the ſame Obet Hay in a Tomb, but ne ſoon after 
cleering himſelf, was again ſet at liberty. 

This night all the aforeſaid Commanders called 
a Councecll, wherin,after much conference, being 
propounded , what medicine was beſt to cure fo 
deſperate a diſeaſe. 

The opinion of the ſaid @ber Han was, to deliver 
up the remainder of theſaid City upon any indit- 
ferent terms. Bur the other three chief Captains 
were ſo far from conſenting thereto, that they 
plainly told him, If he would not hold out, even 
unto the laſt man, all the Perſians in the City 


would riſe up againſt him, and cauſe him moſt 


ſhamefully and diſgracefully to loſe his life. 

Whereupon he (knowing that they jeſted nor, 
and fearing ſo great a ſtorm would inſue) at mid- ,, . 
night gave a ſecret ſignto our Camp,that he would man cannor be

; After which we eard in the Perſians fortifica» 
tions a great turnult ard confuſion, and fach tin- 
tant, certain vt the Defc:.dams cdclired a Ow ;.

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the which being by us perceived , ſome were ſent 
to know their minds , which, being underſtood, 
they returned, and opened it to the Emperour and 
bis Councell, who concluded that the to:lowing 
: day there ſhould be on both ſides a ceſlation from 
Armes ; and likewiſe ordered that the following 
night,atthe darke Poſterne door of the Caſtle,'z1! 
the Perfian Souldiers upon agreement ſhould iſſue 
forth wich as much Baggage as they would carry, 
and kcepe their way through the ordinary ſtreer 
towards Perſia. And to this end order wasgive 1, 
that che Campe of S:lixtar greit Baihaw ir ould 
make them way , and retire from theſe Frontiers, 
but there aroſe a ſuſpicion,and it was the common 
bruit amongit our Sould ers,thar the Perfzans fled, 
and that inatumacious manner, without rendring 
the leaſt obedience to our army (though perſwa- 
ded thereunto one while by admonittons,another 
while by menaces) which this rheir into'erable 
obſtinacie cauſed our men to ruth all inan Impe- 
rous fury towards thoſe parts, where the Perſians 
were, who knowing full well in what.deſperate 
caſe they were ( Death threatning them on all 
ſides) prepared themſelves for their beſt defence, 
which preparation cauſed arumonr, and the ru- 
mour ſo aftrighted the Turks, which were lodged 
in thet part of the Citie already won , (fearin 
ſome great aid was come from the King of Perſza, 
ro ſuccour the diſtreſſed Babylenians) that there- 
upon they forſook all the holds they had before 
conquered, ard fled ; inſomuch, that hed notthe 
Captaines. of the 1an.zaries aſſured them of the 

& 43 truth, 
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truth, and incouraged them-immediattly to return, 
(all that was gotten with ſo great an effuſion of 
-guiltleſs blood) had been all inatrice loſt again, 

In this bloody Fight wasa moſt horribfe {laugh- 
ter on both ſides, and a mortall deſtruQtion fell up- 
on all thoſe Perſians which(as aforeſaid) had iſſued 
. forth, the moſt part of them were {lain(the ground 

drinkingof their Hereticall blood, with the blood 
of many holy Imperials ; infomuch,that bur 300. 
of our enemies eſcaped death that day) who (be- 
ing taken Priſoners alive ) and faid that the faith. 
lefle Promiſe of our Emperour had deceived 
them; But weeanſwered them , that though our 
Emperour had given them his faith, not to moleſt 
them in their pailage, yet this his pleaſure was not 
proclaimed through the Camp, therfore we were 
notbound toobſerve it : wherupon, preſently after 
they were broughtto a place neer the Dudzelien, 
or Tent of thegreat Vizier and wereal beheaded. 
Thistragedy being ſeen by the Perſians , which 
kept the Caſtle , made chem prepare for their de- 
Fence,unto whom our Emperovr ingaged his faith, 
and promiſed them to proclaim 1t through the 
whole Campe, according to their own hearts de- 
fire; nevertheleſle, they remained obſtinate : and 
notwithſtanding , that all day long they were per- 
ſwaded toaccept thereof, they would not conſent 
thereto ; for which cauſe there came outa Com- 
mand, that the next day following, both inthe 
Dirches, and withour , a generall aſſault ſhould bee 
made , which was accordingly performed ; and 
we approaching tothe outward Ditch of the - o 

__s 
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file, which was apike long in depth,and another in 
bredth , which hindred our cntrance into a broa- 
der green; wee indeayoured with a great quantity - 
of beams and timber to fill up the Dutches, and, as - 
jt were, to make a Lind of a Bridge, whereby our 
dcfipn might rake effec, Bur whulft we were thus 
ſeriouſly imployed about this work,the defendants 
from the our wa's of the Caſtle, with their musket 
ſhor, and from their Baſtions with their Artillery, 
made great hayock of ovr men z yerneverthcleflc, 
in the ſpace of an houre wee had laid our beams, . 
and made a kind of Bridge , by which our Souldi- 
ers threnged over to the aforeſaid green, where 
being come, we found another ditch halfe as deep, . 
and as broad as the other , thorow which paſfled a . 
River; and whilſt ſome of our men earneſtly at- 
tended with their musket ſhot, not giving leave to 
the defendants once to ſhew themſelves upon t:.e. 
wa!s of the Caſtle ; others of our renovyyned beſt. 
Souldiers,by their ſealing Ladders mounted upthe - 
wals,a Mine was ſprung, the violence wherof, uot-. 
cnly blew up all thoſe who had paſſed theafore- 
f:id Bridge,bur alſo the very Bridge it ſelf, and not. 
only ſo, but as it hapn=d , this Mine fired another- 
Mine, which wasundcrthe ſecond ditch and wall, 
which urfuſpeRcdly raking fie, blew up many of- 
the Cefencants who vvere on the out wals;and the - 
ſtones of rhe {1d two Mines,alſo greatly damnifi- - 
cd all thoſe of our CaT'p;which werein the three: 
quorter-cc:nquered-Ciie , and as many as were- 
neer theruntcs being one of the moſt horrible,and 
dreadfull fizhts wi.ich hath been ſecn by any w_ 

tall, 
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tall, ſince the Creation, This miſcrable accident 
being over, thoſe.of our men which were left a- 
live,took quiet poſlcſiion of the doors of the Ca- 
[tle frſ(t,and afterward, by plain force of the Ca- 
{tle it ſelf, there remained init alive only 300. Pey- 
ſans , and thoſe unarm's, and without any thing 
lctt wherewith to defend themſelves ( fave that 
each of them had a thort crooked {word by their 
{ides, called Simytars) their powderand all their 
materials for detence, being ſpent, ſtoodupon 
their guard and fought ſo deſperatly, thatin the 
terrible conflict , many ot our Iuſt Imperaals loſt 
their lives : Burt at laſt our multitudes overcame 
them, and put them all to the ſword. Thus after 
the above ſaid manner, the great deſtroy'd Babylon 
bccame wholly ours. Bur as the valour expreſled 
by our Souldiers, is beyond beliefe , ſo was alſo 
tl.e courage of the defendants , which will adde 
untous aneternall fame , ſo ſtreng a Fortreſle be- 
ing never heretofore taken by force, neither ever 
any Souldiers more obedient to their Supertours 
than ours were ; neither ever any Emperour, King, 
or Potcntatefrom the Creation, ſo liberall ingifts, 
35 this our God of the Earth was. 

. T(thanks te to God)remain yet alive,but woun 
ded by a muskct ſhot in thethigh , when wee be- 
came Maſters of the Caſtle door , and thus woun- 
ded, I wrote this relation unto you, being untill 
this preſent day, inthe tehalfe , and by dire@ion 
and 01der from our terreſtiall God , daily viſited 
by Sel;ftar Baſhaw, whereby, notwithſtanding the 
wound, greatly moleſteth me, yet I have _— 

an 
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and heattily rejoyce, that my body is marked for 
the holy faiths ſake, and I ſhall not too much e- 
mulate, the feliciry.of our dead:fince that the pi- 
ous God knevy vvell the ambition I had todye 
inthe ſervice of my Emperour, vvho ſo often 
ſhevvs ſuch evident. {ignes of his affection to- 
vvards me, as I my ſelte could neither expe or 
deſire; vvhercfore my longing is. to meet vvith 
an opportunity,vvhereby I maygive a teſtimony, 
that, after God , he is my ſoule. As for the reſt, 
there remaine yet alive unto me foure horſes and 
three ſervants(vvhom God bleſle and ſend them 
good fortune ) that they may deſerve their ſti- 
pends, and leave fame to their children. As for 

+ rhe victuals for our Campe (by the Providence 
of God) vve found great ſtore inthe City,and al- 
ſo by the diligence of our Emperour, vve have 
great abundance of all things, making continuall 
teaſts vvith roaring of Artillery and praying to 
God for the proſperity and happy facets of our 
Almighty Emperour, as you alſo ought by the 
Emperours command , to give notice toall his 
ſubjecs that they obſerve the like. 

In this City vve found 145 Canons for batte- 
ry, the vvhich carryed ſhot of fifty and ſeventy 
pound vvcight; 92 morter pieces, inthe vvhich 
any man might ſtand moſt conveniently, but lit- 
tle or no vvealth at all, becauſe all before our 
comming vvas carryed avyay from thence, no- 
thing remaining but vvhat vuas neceſſary to 
| maintaine the life of the aboveſaid 40000 Soul- 
! diers,there left in guard ofthe City. There ww 

allo 
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alſo ſufficient viftuals found to maintaine 40000 
ſoules for the ſpace of tvvo yeeres : We found 
alſo 200 Runtars of Poder, and the Cty 
yvholly deitroy'd, vvhich vve arc about to re- 
fortifie. If any other matter of moment {hall 
happen, I vvill exactly informe you. Thus pray- 
ing that vvhatſoever you deſire may be fulfilled, 
in as muchas it aymeth to the proſperity of our 
Emperour and his Crovvne, Farevvell.
